TO  ALL  RANKING  FIELD  OFFICERS: 


On  September  15  Dr.  Walter  C.  Lowdermilk,  Assistant  Chief  of 
the  Soil  Conservation  Service,  left  for  China  to  assist  the 
Chinese  Government  in  its  program  to  increase  food  production. 

Last  year  Dr.  Lowdermilk  was  appointed  as  an  Honorary  Adviser 
to  the  Executive  Yuan,  and  following  this  the  Chinese  Govern¬ 
ment  requested  the  loan  of  his  services,  from  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  in  establishing  a  soil  and  water  conser¬ 
vation  program  in  China.  It  is  expected  that  Dr.  Lowdermilk 
may  be  in  China  for  approximately  a  year.  His  services  are 
being  made  available  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department.
